This letter is in response to yoiir letter dated August 29, 2018 in which you reported tliat due to
the existing condition oftlie structure the owner needed to do additiona) repairs. You submitted
with the letter a revised cost estimate aiid an appraisal for the subject property.

TheDepartmentofPublicWorks(DPW) inaletterto you datedNovember30, 2017 statedthat
it had perfomied a Substantial Improvement Detemiination (SID) for the proposed
improvements under Building Permit Application No. 17-2332 and determined that the proposed
improvements did not constitute a subslantial improvement. The SID was based on a cost
estimate of $49,424 prepared by general contractor Michael Lander dated November 4,2017.
The SID used a market value for the structure of $ 107,900 that was provided by the Coimty's
Real Property Office.

Because there has been a change in the scope ofwork, DPW has peiformed a new SID and has
determined that the proposed improvements do not constitute a substantial improvement. A
summary ofthe calculations follows.

Market Value

There were no building pemiits approved for the stmcture within the past 10 years. Therefore, the
market value used in the calculations is the current Replacement Cost New Less Depreciation
(RCNLD) value for the stmcture as determined by the licensed appraiser Andrew Vea. Mr. Vea
set the RCNIJ) value for the struclure at $253,193
